;elephone exchanges. 
He carried with 


liim some wire and clean cotton. 
He 


mounted the cotton on a' piece of wire 
and rubbed it around, the Inside of the 
mouthpiece of the telephone receiver. 
These were each placed in a small bot- 
:le and carefully sealed. ...The.first cot- 
ion ball examined revealed a multitude 
of the influenza bacili, and it was so 
with the scrapings from all of the tele- 
phones, it is thus quite plain that tho 
wide prevalence of the disease is part- 
ly due to the use of Infected telephones. 
It is known that the germs are con- 
tained in the secretions, and nothing Is 


natural than that they should 
the receivers.—Science Sittings.

A Turning Headlight. 


Among 'recent inventions is a loco- 


motive headlight which, when the train 
is rounding a curve, turns in such a 
manner as to keep its projected shaft 
of light continually upon the rails, in- 
stead of pointing off to one side, as oc- 
curs with a stationary headlight. The 
motion of the headlight is controlled 
by means of an air cylinder, connected 
with the air-brake system of the train, 
and regulated by a valve ia the cab.

the cells are turgid and thin-walled, so 
that they can be easily penetrated by 
tho submerged hyphi, which suck all 
the vital juices from the cell and give, 
nothing in return for what it receives. 
The most severe frosts fail "to kill the 
spores, and even experimental freezing 
at low temperatures' fails to have any 
effect on the germ of this pest."

The Madison correspondent 
of The 


Milwaukee Sentinel in speaking of a 
parasiticjungus which is making it ap- 
pearance on the corn in southern Wis- 
consin and this season, on account of 
the climatic conditions, threatens to 


• seriously injure the crop throughout the 
state, has the following to say: 


"A parasitic fungus is making its ap- 


pearance on corn in the counties in the 
lake belt including Walworth, Eacine 
and Kenosha counties and it has also ap- 
peared in unusual quantities in the in- 
terior. A specimen of the fungus on a 
growing corn stalk was today shown to 
Prof, E. 8. Goff, head of the horticultur- 
al department of the college of agricul- 
ture of the state university, and he pro- 
nounced the parasite to be TJstilago 
Maydis also known locally under the 
pseudonyms of smokey-corn, dust-rot 
and corn-smut. The disease makes its 
appearance as a whitish glossy bulb just 
above or below a joint in the stalk. 
It 


grows very rapidly and takes on a decid- 
edly repulsive appearance due to a 
slight slimy exudation. When 
mature 


the fungus forms a mass sometimes as 


' large as a man's head and then breaks 


open deseminating a dark brown or a 
black looking powder, from which this 
disease gain its local names. But each 
grain of this powder although micro- 
scopic in size, is a complete seed or 
'spore and will during the next season, 
produce a complete plant. 
The number 


of spores produced by a single •'srnut- 
ball" will number into the billions. 


"The specimen that was examined by 


Prof. Goff today was sent up to Madison 
from a farm near Racine - where it is 
stated that the slimy looking exuda- 
tions were pressed on nearly every hill 
of corn. 
The professor said that, up to 


the present time there was no satisfac- 
tory way of stopping -the ravages of 
the parasite as he had discovered in the 


" allied forms of TJstilago which 
affect 


oats and other grains; but that with 
the co-operation of the farmers through- 
out the state, it 
could 
be checked 


to some extent." 


"Prof. Goff gave th'e following opinion 


OP this pest: "This is a fungus disease 
in which the spores of a parastic fungus, 
Ustilago Maydis, gain entrance and 
may grow in the corn stalks at any time 
during the summer. 
The spores live 


all winter out of doors and are freely 
blown about by the wind. 
Those that 


happen to alight on a stalk of corn of 
which the epidermis of skin has been 
ruptured and so gain access 1o the 
juices of the plant, germinate and thus 
causes such a stalk to be affected with 
the diseases. 
Sometimes, but more 


' rarely, the spores gain entrance to the 


uninjured stalk above or below the 
joint where the cells nre thtnd walled 
during rapid growth." 


"Since the spores live over winter and 


are practically 
omnipresent 
in corn 


growing districts, we cannot prevent 
this disease by the treatment so success- 
ful in combating smut on oats which is 
caused by an allied parasite, TJstilago 
Avenae. The only beneficial treatment 
at present known is to remove all affect- 
ed stalks before the smut balls are suffi- 
ciently matured 
to 
deseniinate the 


spores and to burn or otherwise destroy 
them. 


"In oat smut the spores of the fungus 


are unable to survive the winter in the 
open air, hence only those that chano 
to be sown with the seed can germinate 
By treating the seed oats to hot wate 
method or to some other 
fungicidea 


agencies we can wholly prevent this 
growth on the oat. 


"Corn smut is always present more or 


less and is particularly so during the 
wet seasons and on corn that has been 
broken by the wind or other forces. 
It 


is an inside growing fungus and hence 
cannot be destroyed on the growing 
plant-without destroying the corn it-r 
self. 


"If we could secure the cooperation, 


of all the farmers and carefully cut out 
the affected parts for a season or more 
this very destructive fungus might be 
checked in its ravages." 


"It is only the spore-bearing hyphi 


that appear outside of the cornstalk, so 
that the body of the parasite is really 
enclosed in the stalks. This body is 
nothing 
less than innumerable small 


thread like processes that permeate the 
whole stalk and sap the juices from the 
growing plant. 
A plant showing the 


presence of this fungus seldom or never 
bears a perfect ear of corn, and in a ma-

•of settling the entire difficulty on a

The existing status of the negotia- 


tions centers around the proposition of

.-.government. .The representatives 
of 


•the two governments have not come 
idown to details, however, and no state- 
ment can be made at this time as to 
what the possible outcome will be. 


'• 'S^S. negotiators have been consult- 
ing on the basis of permitting GreaJ 
Britain to use,one of the ports on the 
Lynn canal in consideration of the pay- 
ment of a rental to the United States. 
The proposition to grant the British 
government 
harbor 
privileges .was 


originally advanced by the United 
iSiates, but was rejected at the time by 
fGreat Britain on account of the oppo- 
sition of Canada. 


The negotiations are being conducted 
;ln a more direct way than heretofore.

.pursuing the roundabout 


••course of carrying on the negotiations 
between London, Washington and Ot- 
.tawa, Secretary Hay and 'Mr. Tower of

erence of every point advanced to Lon- 
don and Ottawa.

He Will Become Even Greater Than 


Balzac. 


Dr. Carl Louis Perin, who enjoys' the 


reputation of being the greatest ex- 
ponent of the science o£ palmistry in 
the. world, has been examining the im- 
prints of Kipling's hand. He says that 
he was a personal friend of Kipling 
when the author was an unknown 
newspaper worker in India, and that 
he then predicted the career of fame 
which has since come to him. "I had 
no fear of a fatal termination of his 
illness when I heard of it," says Dr. 
Perin. 
"The lines in a man's hand 


flon't lie, and in Kipling's hand there 
is no hint of an untimely death. Kipl- 
ing will not dis for forty or forty-five 
years. Long ago I said he would be 
the greatest novelist in the coming 
century, 'and that in his own field ol 
literature there would be none to com- 
pare with him. I will go further than 
that. I will say that from the lines on 
his hand it is certain that Kipling, 
from being a second Balzac, will be- 
come a greater than he. Kipling is a 
man of -splendid character. I speak 
not as his friend, but as the reader of 
his hand. The lines in Kipling's hand 
are as marked, as his own character. 
Under no circumstances would he 
stoop to a mean action. He is -high 
minded, noble, charitable and benevo- 
lent. He possesses great powers ot 
concentration and a tireless energy. 
He is exceedingly modest in his esti- 
mate of himself, and cannot be spoiled 
by adulation.. His ideas are grand be- 
yond description, and his imagination 
is of an extraordinary character. In 
his hand the head line is the pi-ominent 
one. Much of the fatalism of his writ- 
ngs can be explained when the extra- 
rdinary fa-te line in his hand is exam- 
ned."

cot wear well, they can be made all 
right by the application 
of a top dress- 


ing of granite. 


Macadam, for residence.streets, cannot 


be improved upon at anywhere near the 
cost, and as the Bnrron quarry is so 
situated that it can be cheaply worked, 
it is expected-that the people will get 
more for their money in the way of 
streets in the future. 
The old system

to speedily become the popular fad.

.be quite as much iu evidence as the 
artist of the kodak has heretofore 
been, and the victims of the "black 
art" will doubtless become as nu- 
merous as have been those of the snap 
shot.

'We may now look to see silhouette 


parties become the fashion, in which 
bright young women, with scissors and 
paper, will compete for prizes, while 
patient 'young men pose as the sub- 
jects. There will doubtless be no end 
of silhouette exhibitions. 


It is not a bad sort of fad. There are 


In it the possibilities of much whole- 
some and 
intelligent 
entertainment 


as well as the means of improving the 
artistic taste and accomplishments of 
its devotees. 


While silhouetting 
is one of the 


oldest forms of picture making,, there 
are always about it a freshness and 
charm. Exhibits of this class of work 
are always novel and interesting. The 
origin of the art is lost in antiquity, 
though it has been designated by the 
name silhouette only since 1750. 


At that time the name was applied 


.to profile portraits in black or any 
uniform tint, bolug so called after 
.Etieune de Silhouette, French minister 
of. finance during the closing years of 
.the reign of Louis XV, whose rigid 
economy, intended to avert national 
.bankruptcy, caused his name to be ap- 


. piled to things 'cheap.

omy. folks gave up sitting to the fasli-

of King Louis' court tried to belittle 
h i s minister. • / . - . • - - .

Despite the ridicule attached to the 


name, silhouettes became quite popu- 
lar throughout l-'nmce. and there are 
many fine collections of these simple 
but often artistic, old portraits still ex- 
tant. 


A few years before the beginning of 


the --war of the Revolution silhouettes 
became very popular in this country, 


. and this form of portraits were seen 
everywhere. Some of these have been 
preserved and are valuable relics of 
that period. 
In those clays we were 


very 
kindly disposed 
toward 
the 


French and adopted with 
alacrity 


' French customs and fads, and no 
doubt the penchant for silhouettes 
came from our early love of France. 


The greatest genius of the "black art 


-In portraiture" was doubtless Etienue 
• Edouart, a Frenchman who had serv- 
'•ed as a soldier under Napoleon and 
••who became, famous as a pronlist in 
England as well as in France. One 
day when in England he was shown 
some silhouettes. 
His friends, who 


proudly "exhibited these pictures of 
themselves, were vexed with the scorn 
he expressed of them. Edouart took a 


• pair. of scissors and vowed that he 
could do better, and the resalt proved 
that he. could. This was the beginning 
of his career as a profile artist. He 


• possessed the true instinct of likeness, 


and his silhouettes, elaborate, minute 
and full of character, rise almost to 
xthe dignity of fine art. 


Among the silhouettists who have at- 


tained celebrity was Mrs. Leigh Hunt, 
rrife of the English poet, essayist and 
editor, who frequently cut in profile 
the portraits of her husbaudjs most in- 
timate friends—Byron, Mooi>c, Lamb, 
Shelley and Keats. Some of these por-' 
traits are still preserved. 


The art of silhouette cutting is not 


extremely difficult to acquire, thoughl it 
takes patience nnd some skill. The 
primitive process was to trace the out- 
line of the subject from a shadow cast 
by a candle on a sheet of white paper. 
This shadow outline is then reduced or 
enlarged by the use of a pantograph to 
any -size, the operator desires. 
From1 


. the model thus acquired the silhouette 


is cut-from black paper or paper of any 
uniform dark tint and mounted on 
•white cardboard ' or cut from white 
paper and placed on a black surface. 
The. true silhouettist, however, does not 
resort ts these devices, but depends. 
•nly on »3 artistic eye and deft fingers.
